DRINKING IN EUROPE. 


Munich Heads the List In the Quantity 
ef Beer Consumed. 

Norwegians ire one of the most tem- 
perate of northern vations, consuming 
but 46% pints of beer and 414 of bran- 
dy per head of population yearly. 

The Dane drinks on the average 156 
Pints of beer, but little wine, and only 
36 pints of brandy each sear. The 
Swede manages to consume S4 pints of 
beer and 15 of spirits. The Russian 
drinks 7 pints of vodka aid the sume 
amount of beer. The Frenchman, 
however, takes 160 pints of wine, 15 of 
beer, 48 of brandy. ‘The Britisher 
soothes himself with 0 pints of whisky 
or gin, 3 of cluret and 228 of beer. 

The Dutchman will drink 54 pints of 
beer and 12 of brandy.- Tuking every 
German province to obtain an average, 
dit is found that the German consumes 
18734 pints of beer, 1014 of wine and 
9% of spirits. In Munich, however, 
the average amount per. bend rises to 
85014 pints, being the highest of apy 
province, while the lowest average ob- 
tains in the northern province of Al- 
satia. Mere the inhabitants are satls- 
fied with only 144 pints of beer per 
head. 

The Italian is the least of all addict- 
ed to alcoholic beverages, taking only 
83 pints of beer, 1% of alcoholic bever-
